The early

down on Syrian exports of weapons 
to lraq. More importantly, the search 
for banned weapons in Iraq has not 
gone to plan—the Iraqis did not 
oblige Washington by using any, 
and the best candidates for “disar- 
mament” so far have been a couple 
of drums of pesticide. Just in case the 
much-desired WMD don’t turn up 
soon, Israeli intelligence honcho 
Gen. Yossi Kupperwasser has 
already told a Knesset committee 
that “it is possible Iraq transferred 
missiles and weapons of mass 
destruction into Syria.” While Gen. 
Richard Myers, chairman of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, says that there is no 
evidence to substantiate that claim, 
that assessment is doubtless subject 
to change if the White House so 
decides. 

The U.S. has also complained 
about Syrian, and indeed Iranian, 
sponsorship of “terrorist” organiza- 
tions like Hizbollah. Although no 
one except Israel and Washington 
define Hizbollah as terrorists, the 
administration’s liberal use of the 
adjective, “terrorist,” is geared 
toward a domestic audience—a 
strategy that worked very well in the 
case of Iraq. And the Bush adminis- 
tration would have little difficulty in 
proving that the Syrian Ba’athists are 
every bit as vicious and undemocrat- 
ic as their Iraqi comrades. Following 
a relatively casualty-free war for the 
US in Iraq, there would be no diffi- 
culty in getting popular support for 
an attack on Syria. 

The next few weeks will see a real 
test of just how strong the extremists 
are in Washington, and if Damascus 
is foolhardy enough to add to its 
jeopardy by hosting Saddam 
Hussein. There is, of course, no legal 
justification for such an attack, but

Dry Times? 
Can we expect 
summer dustbowl? 


With the snow gone (hopefully 
this time for real) Alberta 
Environment and Environment 
Canada are busily trying to pre- 
dict whether we're going to have 
another Great Depression-style 
4 Summer. But as 
to whether it 
will be wet or 
dry, the 
answer 
depends on 
who you ask. 





Environment 
says March's 
snowfall “sig- 
nificantly 
improved the 
| water supply 
| outlook” for 
| the 
province. In 
other 
words, all 
that snow 
should be 
absorbed 
nicely back 
into the 
earth. 

Not 
really, 
says Thor 

Knapp, head of the Forest 
Technology Department at NAIT. 
“It depends on whether the 
ground was frozen hard before 
the snow came or whether it was 
not frozen at all. This year the con- 
dition was more the former,” he 
says. 

When snow falls over frozen 
earth and starts to melt, most of 
that moisture is carried overland 
as runoff. The ground is too cold 
to absorb it. : 

“There has been some wetting 
of the soil but in areas east of 
Edmonton, I’ve dug with a shovel

and found the soil only wetted 
five to 10 centimetres at the most. 
Once you get to 30 centimetres it’s 
completely dry from there on 
down,” says Knapp. 

So if the heavy snowfall didn’t 
work, maybe we can expect some 
rain. Environment Canada says 
we're going to see a wet summer. 
Their three-month web forecast 
(www.weatheroffice.ec.gc.ca) 
shows above-normal precipitation 
levels. It sounds like good news, 
until you scroll down a little and 
find a disclaimer that says the pre- 
diction is “not significantly better 
than chance.” Gee, thanks. 

So nobody can really say what 
to expect for summer conditions 
but there are a few things we 
know for sure: “Everybody 
remembers the drought of the late 
‘20s and '30s,” says Knapp. “We 
are currently in a more extreme 
situation than they were... If it 
started raining now and rained 
two centimeters a week, every 
week [for the rest of the summer], 
it would just start to build the 
water table back to where it was 
before the drought.”

“We purposefully didn’t 
make any design or directorial deci- 
sions until we went in because | had 
this wonderful cast and wanted to 
hold off and work with them,” he 
details. “Despite the serious nature 
of play we're having a ball and 
laughing our asses off in rehearsals 
and breaking early every day.” 

And as complex and insightful as 
the script may be, Schmidt is being 
careful to not overwork it. “It’s a 
complicated show, but I didn’t get 
everything in it the first time I read 
it. We'll be making it as clear as pos- 
sible for viewers, but also leave it 
open as well. I’m aware that audi- 
ences will walk away not have got- 
ten everything, but it’s a play that 
will come to you in time. You have 
to trust it and let it wash over you.” 

Since so much is left unsaid, 
Schmidt is taking a different tack in 
his direction as well, adopting a 
hard-core naturalist line and recog- 
nizing that these characters—like 
most of us—aren’t always going to 
stoop to high-drama tactics and be 
“always looking into each other's 
eyes or touching each other a lot. 

“My approach here may very well 
horrify theatre purists.” 


Schmidt is also totally stoked to be 


working on an “intimate, text-based 
work” similar to the independent 
productions—Watermelon Girls, Tales 


from the Hospital—that we associate 


with this prolific writer and director. 
“It’s the naturalistic, low-key stuff, 
not the big brassy fringe work a lot 
of people know me for,” he says, 
noting the play is not only super- 
simple in its physical dressings, it’s 
also being mounted with only four 
actors instead of the nine called for 
in the text. 

“It's a very different production 
and I could not have asked for a bet- 
ter cast. We have great talents like 
Beth Graham and Jeff Haslam and 
two great young actors (Helen 
Camisa and Martin Happer) making 
their debut. This cast will definitely 
make you sit up and take notice.”

Lockyer, whose career has taken 
her from Newfoundland to 
Winnipeg, New York, Boston, and 
Seattle, where she founded her own 
company, says V began ina Mile 
Zero choreographer’s laboratory 
“where I worked with five dancers. 
We had observers: one of them was 
a Jungian analyst and two were the- 
atre people from the community. 
After that process, I went back to 
Seattle and they asked me to come 
back in September to actually create 
a piece starting with any ideas I had 
gotten out of the laboratory. That 
summer I found a 1927 copy of the 
book To the Lighthouse.” 

Woolf's proto-feminist work cap- 
tired Lockyer’s imagination and set 
her off on an exploration of her own 
creatiye process.

came partly out of “ “how [Woolf] 
had written the character of Lily 
who is throughout the novel trying 
to create asingle painting,’ “says 
Lockyer. “I felt that in writing the 
character of Lily, Virginia Woolf 
really captured the struggle of the 
creative process and the inner strug- 
gle of a woman try ing to be an artist, 
which of course Virginia Woolf also 
writes really eloquently about in her 
essay A Room of One’s Own. 

“What I was also really captured 
by was the physicality of Virginia 
Woolf's language and the rhythm of 
the language,” she continues. 

“Definitely [she] had this incredibly 
fine-tuned perception.” 

What really surprised her were 
parallels between Woolf's writing 
and those of Isadora Duncan, the 
mother of modern dance. “It's this 


idea that something starts as a wave, 


that a feeling is a wave, a thought is 
a wave, an experience is a wave 
before it finds words, before it finds 
movement. 

“There’s a line in the piece that 
actually says, “Experiences are not 
words and words are not experi- 
ences. A feeling and a thought cre- 
ates this wave before it has words to 
fit it’ To me that’s really the basis of 
even myself as a dancer. Like 
Virginia Woolf, I'm really interested 
in that moment before something

It's like an awkward high school 
play that alludes to incidents 
nobody will recognize—or care 
about—unless they have an intimate 
knowledge of the Grade 11 social cir- 
cle.

HEY, GUYS! I THINK IT WOULD BE 
really cool if we made a heist movie, 
with all that cool heist talk. It’s called 
Confidence. Get it? There's this tough 
diamond-in-the-rough grifter, the 
best looking young guy we can get. 
Ben? No. Leo? No. Ed Burns? Who's 
he? 

I can imagine what the pitch must 
have sounded like. Edward Burns 
should be smarter than this. 
Honestly, he’s an 
actor/ writer/director: he should 
have seen it coming every step of the 
way. Confidence reeks of bad writing 
and actors visibly playing against 
type, in a bad way. 

And what a wasted cast. We've 
got Dustin Hoffman, Andy Garcia, 
potentially fun LAPD comic relief in 
Luis Guzman and Donal Logue, and 
ugly duckling Rachel Weisz, who 
gets to be kind of hot for a change. 
On the whole, there’s nothing wrong 
with their performances, it’s just that 
they’re being fed lines that were 
written by 14-year-old boys or televi- 
sion writers or something. It all 
seems really fake. 

But poor Ed Burns. It’s not his 
fault. He’s so lost as Jake Vig, a vet- 
eran grifter who leads his crack team 
of demi-con men out to conquer the 
fresh new territory of Los Angeles. 
The opening sequence is so awk- -4 
ward for him that you're kind of 
relieved that he’s pretending, like it 
was a police training video or some- 
thing. Then you realize that he’s sup- 
posed to be this smooth criminal, 
pulling the wool over his gullible 
“mark” with his convincing act. But 
again, it just looks like he’s lost, 
because Burns himself seems like a 
nice man.

The nearly two-hour animated 
feature is a side story to the popular 
26-episode Cowboy Bebop Japanimé 
series, which follows a group of hip 
but chronically broke bounty 
hunters. The group is led by Spike 
Spiegel, an impossibly cool and reck- 
less martial arts expert whose only 
discernable weakness is beautiful 
women. He’s joined by Jet Black, a 
semi-neurotic muscular father figure 
with cyber implants, Faye Valentine, 
a compulsive gambler with a bad 
temper and requisite skimpy skin- 
tight outfit, and Ed, a tomboy hack- 
er. The child-like computer whiz 
flails and baby talks right into Jar-Jar 
territory, which is almost reason 
enough to avoid the movie. 

Luckily, she doesn’t have that 
much screen time as the group

tracks a bio-terrorist with a huge 
bounty on his head. During the 
search, the crew uncovers a military 
conspiracy involving deadly nan- 
otechnology, and Spike fights and 
flirts (fight-flirts?) with an operative 
named Elektra. The two eventually 
work together to try to stop Vincent 
from infecting the city with a deadly 
virus during Halloween. In one of 
the film’s more inspired moments, 
Halloween in 2071 has grown into a 
massive celebration with parade 
floats and huge crowds, making for 
an interesting and American back- 
drop for the action. 

Bebop hangs much of its hip atti- 
tude on presenting a mash-up of 
American movie genres and cultural 
fragments in general. Character 
stereotypes and plot elements from 
film noir, the space adventure, the 
western, the buddy pic, the screw- 
ball comedy, and the detective story 
huddle together under a big science 
fiction umbrella. Characters pound 
the pavement of a mega-city obvi- 
ously modeled after New York, 
complete with Twin Towers, a 
Brooklyn Bridge, and Coca-Cola ads. 
They also watch a scratchy print of 
High Noon at a drive-in, get in a Top 
Gun-style fighter jet battle, encounter 
a Native American healer living ina 
tipi ata dump, and they do it all toa 
pop, jazz, and blues soundtrack. 

Although the animation is stun- 
ning, the scenarios play out like a 
checklist of Americanisms that the 
creators felt would be killer to ani- 
mate. It’s that old style-over-sub- 
stance problem that all too often 
makes anime, and Hollywood block- 
busters for that matter, impressive to 
look at but lacking in content. 

As far as Cowboy Bebop goes, 
there’s enough to entertain animé 
buffs who've been trained to ignore 
annoying comic relief characters and 
accept cultural posturing as stan- 
dard operating procedure, but to 
reuse the T-shirt metaphor, the pop- 
culture pillaging is getting pretty 
threadbare.

By the time 
they get into second year, they know 
what the program is about and what 
they want to do.”

Forget that gawky, yellow honker they called a 
Sports Walkman ten years ago and take the lit- 
tle baby in the picture ona run. 

This portable mp3 player is a Samsung Sport 
Yepp and it will play both your mp3 and wma 
files. It’s tiny, measuring up at 5x8x2 cm and 
weighing in at 54 grams, but contains 64 MB of 
memory, which translates roughly into 25 
hours of music. Days of fumbling for the cas- 
sette or CD case are over—you can just look at 
the player's display for artist, album, title and 
bit rate info. In addition to a built-in FM radio,

PORTABLE WMA RECORDERS 
With the arrival of the new Rip Flash DX 
from PoGo Products, mp3 player manufactur- 
ers everywhere will be running to keep up.

* sound barriers in the early ‘70s, 
affordable, hi-performance stereo 
components also came into mass- 
production. Designed to cash in on 
a new breed of rock ‘n’ roll freaks 
addicted to the sonic blast of Page 
and Blackmore, Sansui, Marantz 
and Pioneer delivered juiced-up, 
megawatt systems that rattled the 
windows and wrecked your neigh- 
bours’ nerves. 

Sure, there’s a glut of crappy, 
pawnshop boom boxes that suffice 
as a cheap fix these days, but 
there’s nothing like a big-ass 
power amp from the ‘70s, cranked 
up full, penetratin’ the soul. They 
look sci-fi sexy, sound super sweet 
and, if you know what's what, 
they'll cost half of what a wimpy, 
mini-system will set you back. 


AMPLIFIERS /RECEIVERS 
The amplifier is the heart of 
your sound system. (A receiver is 








an amp with radio tuner in the 
same box.) By 1965, Sansui was 
already making superb tube 
amplifiers. In 1973 they came out 
with their first solid-state amp, the 
AU-9500. A huge hit amongst 
audiophiles, it was originally sold 
in record (not stereo) stores across 
NA, kicking off a consumer extrav- 
aganza in beefcake hi-fi equip- 
ment. 

Out there in thrift shops, garage 
sales and Bargain Finders across the 
universe, Sansui amps still pop 
up—often in great shape. Their 
black metal faceplate, with big sil- 
ver knobs and switches are some- 
times assembled in a walnut case... 
plug it in and check to see if both 
channels (left and right) are work- 
ing. You shouldn’t be spending 
more than $20 to $30. 

Marantz and Pioneer 
amps/ receivers, also built in the 
'70s, are on par with, if not better 
than, Sansui (as well as Technics 
and Kenwood products from the 


‘80s). In particular, keep yer eyes 
peeled for the Pioneer “SA” series 
amplifiers. The cosmetics are a bit 
industrial, but make no mistake: 
the delivery is loud ‘n’ proud, with 
no mud on the bottom end or 
tinny sizzle on the top. 

The hi-end contenders from this 
period are Harman Kardon and 
Luxman amps and receivers (HK 
actually produced the world’s first 
receiver).

The first batch of turntables 
shipped overseas were the 400 and 
1000 series—clunkers for the most 
part, and best left to the collectors for 
their aesthetic appeal.

Larger than life 


The Dears flash a brilliant light 
on the Canadian pop scene 


MUSIC, AT ITS BEST, IS LARGER THAN 
life; people rarely, if ever, are. Which 
is why it proves a challenge to recon- 
cile Murray Lightburn—the 
grandiose, seemingly fearless-voice 
ofand visionary behind the Dears— 
with the self-deprecating telephone 
caller who bashfully dismisses accu- 
sations of brilliance from his home in 
Montreal. 
But brilliance—a stratum this 
volatile sextet has threatened to 
breach since its ambitious but finan- 
dally inhibited 2000 debut, End ofa 
Hollywood Bedtime Story—is now 
totally inits possession. The group's 
second full-length album, No Cities 
to cut to the chase, a master- 
intricately orchestrated 
about unashamed notions of 
nd hope, performed with such 
‘ative confidence and 
grandeur that most other new music 
is dwarfed by it, Released in the 
midst of an unprecedented 
Renaissance for Canadian pop (the 
Hidden Cameras, Stars, Broken 
ial Scene), No Cities Left is the 
scene's crowning jewel, and one of 
the best records that will come from 
anywhere this year. 
Whether Lightburn is still too

“George, our drummer, he was 
worried that I was gonna turn into 
Spaceman and spend three years 
mixing the record,” says Lightburn, 
referencing Spiritualized’s famously 
troubled and expe 
Gentlemen We Are Floating in Space. 
“I purposely didn’t do that, for him 
and for the rest of the band.” 

A last-ditch attempt to mix the 
record during eight days of cut-rate 
overnight sessions at a Montreal 
studio produced satisfactory results, 
but not without a cost that was 
more than monetary. Cellist Brigitte 
Mayes and guitarist Jon Cohen had 
already left. 

Coincidentally or not, No Cities 
Left seems to bear the bruises of the 
circumstances that spawned it— 
notwithstanding the Dears’ already 
substantial fetish for the sound of 
high drama. Much of the album 
bleeds an atmosphere of frustrated 
longing or barely suppressed rage, 
whether in the languid nocturnal 
reverie of “Cos She's a Tourist” or 
the title track’s collective rallying cry 
to “just keep fighting the end of the 
world.” 

“The first album was basically a 
world crumbling, and this is trying 
to find the hope,” Lightburn says. 
“It’s mostly about the end of dark- 
ness.

“THEY DON’T REALIZE WHAT THEY'RE 
getting into,” laughs Bad Religion 
bassist Jay Bentley on the topic of the 
new generation of music enthusiasts 
who are just now beginning to dis- 
cover his group’s powerful brand of 
intelli-punk/thesaurus-rock. With 
two decades of touring, a dozen 
albums, and soon, for one of them, a 
Ph. D. under their belts you would 
think that Bad Religion’s legendary 
status may have led them to raise 
their standards when it comes to the 
type of shows that they're willing to 
play. Not so, says Bentley. 

“The grosser venues? We just 
played one the other night. I quite 
enjoyed it! I’ve learned that having 
higher expectations equals disap- 
pointment every time. You know 
what my expectations are? 


Nothing—then I’m pleasantly sur- 
prised.” 

If you're at all familiar with Bad 
Religion’s famous politically charged 
lyrics, it’s impossible not to harbour 
expectations of what they might have 
to say about current world events 
when they come to perform live here 
in Edmonton. Bentley confirms that 
Bad Religion has always maintained 
their passionate convictions and 
won't start shying away from the dif- 
ficult issues. His hope is that the 
methodology they employ to deliver 
their message carries theit sentiments 
far beyond the scope of a soapbox 
tirade. And, in truth, when they com- 
bine top quality hardcore punk music 
with Pulitzer calibre poetry the 
impact is phenomenal. 

“Honestly, | think that one of the 
things we tried to do was put togeth- 
er a set list that was relevant to the 
times,” says Bentley, “One of the rea-

“He could just pull country songs 
out of his ass,” says Peers, who had 
developed an appreciation for the 
music years before via his grandfather. 

Cuff the Duke's earliest gigs were 
played upon the only stages that 
would have them, at all-ages punk- 
tock shows.

Sylvie still cool despite long days of driving 


SYLVIE 
IF YOU BUY ONE OF THE FIRST 500 
pressings of Sylvie’s I wish I was dri- 
ving, you'll find a piece of a ma} 
under the CD tray. With even the 
packaging assembled by the Regina 
band’s very own hands, the album is 
a tribute to life on the road. 

Guitarist / singer Joel Passmore 
admits that touring can have its 
downsides, particularly the lengthy 
drives between major Canadian 
cities. “I think driving is probably 
one of the worst things about it, but 
as soon as we got back and we didn’t 
have to get up and drive anywhere, 
like the day after our last date, there 
was just a feeling that we were miss- 
ing something,” he explains. “I don’t 
know what it is [about touring] that 
we like so much. Maybe it’s just 
playing every night. It’s almost like a 
little fantasy vacation that we're actu- 
ally playing music every night as a 
job or profession rather than doing 
stuff that we don’t really enjoy as 
much.” 

The slow, throbbing and often 
dark songs written by Passmore, 
Riva Farrell Racette (bass / vocals), 
Chris Notenboom (guitar / vocals) 
and Les Schaeffer (drums/ percus- 
sion) have drawn frequent compar- 
isons to early emo bands like Jawbox 
and Sunny Day Real Estate. 

Passmore remembers first hearing 
the term emo six years ago when he, 
Racette and Schaeffer were touring 
as Ned of the Bush: “We went to 
Yorkton to play a show and one guy 
said, man you guys are an emo band. 
Like, what the hell’s an emo band? 
We didn’t know what it was. Back 
then it was just another categoriza- 
tion, but I think it’s sort of like 
grunge or alternative, where people 
are just getting sick of it and trying to 
stray away from it.

Dinner of champions 


Taste inspires celebrating, 
price eases commiserating 


9TH STREET BISTRO

WE OWE SO MUCH TO FOOD REALLY. 
Not only does it keep us from physi- 
cally perishing by nourishing the 
mysterious apparati that keep us 
upright, walking around and buying 
things, but it also consoles us when 
our fondest hopes and dreams die 
before our very eyes. Certainly I 
wasn’t the only one seeking consola- 
tion when I entered the casually ele- 
gant confines of the 9th Street Bistro 
on Saturday night. A number of 
dispirited souls clearly had the same 
notion as me—at least one person at 
every table was wearing an Oilers 
jersey and Martini’s, 9th Street's 
booze-slinging Siamese twin, was 
packed with post-playoff mourners 
of Edmonton’s Stanley Cup dreams. 
The tattered pink awning attests 
to the Bistro’s long residence on 109 
St. just north of the High Level 
Bridge and a glance at the prices 


suggest the menu hasn't been updat- 


ed ina while. Nothing on the list of 
entrees cracks the $18 mark, despite 
the presence of sirloin steak, rack of 
lamb, trout, salmon and mixed 
seafood dishes. Appetizers also 
come in on the inexpensive side. 

Of course, cheap food is hardly a 
consolation if it doesn’t taste good. 
This, my dining companions and I 
were soon to find out, was not a 
problem. The only difficulty we had 
to reckon with was the bar full of 
post-game drinkers who were com- 
manding the kitchen’s attention. 
Along with food, booze is a time- 
tested attenuator of disappointment. 
We called for a martini list and 
perused the many delicious options 
of brain-numbing libation. 


Noting that the “classic” martini 
was prepared with Bombay 
Sapphire gin, two of us decided we 
would be traditionalists, and one of 
us mustered the nerve to request 
Lizard Love, a concoction of fruity 
booze and pineapple juice. The clas- 
sic martinis were certainly classic— 
gin and vermouth with three pimen- 
to-filled olives—but the menu 
promised the glasses were burned 
(swirled with a drop of scotch) and 
served with a jalapeno-stuffed olive. 
I was content with what I got, but 
felt a little mislead. Still, $5.95 for a 
two-ounce martini is a good deal. 

The food menu boasted many 
good deals, so much so that it 
wasn’t easy to pick. J was happy to 
see a reasonably priced house salad 
on the menu. Sometimes you just 
want a little something green to go 
with your entrée, and $3.50 was a 
very reasonable price for a plate of 
fresh greens (lettuce, spinach, beet 
greens) bedecked with slices of 
radish and matchsticks of apple, 
tossed with a lightly curried cream 
dressing. 

My co-diners claimed they 
weren't very hungry and worked 
the appetizer side of the menu, 
requesting fried Camembert ($6.75) 
and a large Caesar salad ($6.25) to 
share. I was ravenously hungry and 
opted for the Trout Almandine 
($11.50), served with vegetables and 
the house pasta. 

It took a while, but when my 
plate showed up, it was equal to the 
size of my ae A whole trout 
fillet (minus the head) had been 
pan-fried in butter, topped with a 
lemony sauce, diced tomatoes and 
red onions and almond slices in my 
honour, and served with a large 
portion of tender-crisp carrots, broc-

But, indeed, while most four-year-olds 
are crying over the scary clowns at the cir- 
cus (budding balloon fetish anyone?), 
Hardy remembers fantasizing about get- 
ting spanked by the circus Strong Man 

Not surprisingly, while she’s happy to 
teach workshops on all aspects of kink, 
spanking is her “core thing.” 

So what's to learn? Well, before you 
toss your honey over your knee, grab the 
hairbrush and start whacking; there are 
important things like nerves and kidneys 
to consider. And the fact that it can really 
fucking hurt! 

“If you want to play with pain and go to

But she insists there are ways to cross 
that psychological boundary and get kinky. 

Like, get a hotel room for starters. 

“Get out of your own space so you're 
not surrounded by eae 
reminders of what a Le 
busy and serious per- 
son you are,” she 
laughs. “And just 
play.” Unfortunately, 
says Hardy, most 
adults lose that child- 
hood playfulness. 

She describes a 
pony-play demo at the 
leather conference.
